Although at Home and other Kuro- 
pean capitals, for one's personal con- 
venience and comfort, tl. in advisable 
to do as Rome and the other capitals 
i]d, MM is not, l)otind to it by any ne- 
cessity of oirenmstanoea and sur- 
roundings. But at Venice it is ot.lior- 
wiBC. One must do aH Venice docs 
or simply oxist without moving, or 
nig Or learning — by which we 
mean that it is absolutely necessary 
for every ono who wishes to go about. 
the city to use a gondola. 

Of ootirso one nniy walk if one 
chooses — that is to say, if be pre 
tho stench, and the crowd, and the 
heat, and the noise of the narrow 
lanes, Called by courtesy streets, to 
the Hwift., easy motion of (be gondola ; 
but after one or two walks the visitor 
gets a surfeit of Venetian land pro- 
gression, unless he eonlines himself 
to the immediate neigh borhood of 
St. Mark's, and gladly enough hails 
the friendly craft, with the steel barb 
ed prow. 

As a rule it is the best plan to en< 

?age a man at so much a day li \ <■ 
nines is not out of the way Mid be 
is entirely at the hirer's disposition 
anytime The Venetian gondol 
are. generally, a civil, honest, and in 
telligent race, and in choosing among 
them ono is not running such a risk 
as if one were to hire a London cabby 
on the same principle. 

Well, nearly twenty years ago we 
found ourselves in Venice for the 
first time. 

The city was them under the Aus- 
Irain dominion, so that we saw it un- 
der somewhat, peon lis* oiroumstancea. 
A physically degenerated people im- 
bued witii a g re at deal of their ancient 
pride and patriotism, goaded to silent, 
fury by the continual presence and 
swagger of an invader, who showed 
himself as aggressive and insulting an 
upier as he had been a brutal and 
callous enemy ; white uniform! and 
blue legs everywhere ; the harsh gut- 
terals of the Teuton bursting in at 
every moment, like sullen I bunder, 
amid the soft, lupin] patter of the na- 
tive Italian. Here the victors — gay, 
jubilant, supreme ; tbcie the van- 
quished—morose, depresscii, sullen 
and scowling ; and the guyety which 

long survived the letting of the sun 

of Venice had fled under the iron rule 
of the double beaded eagle. The mi- 
litary band played on soft summer 
nights in the square of St. Mark, but 
no native would be seen listening to 
it; half the curio shop in the 1'ia- 
zelta were shut, up ; people ipoki 
crctly and moved silently: Austrian 
offload monopolised the little tables 
in front <>f the Fiorina, the Aurora 
and the Q.uadri ; Austrian soldier! 
hung out their linen over curiously 
carved balconies which could speak of 
many a scene of romance and ohi 
valry, anil smoked their long pipes in 
gilded saloons hung with the portraits 
of the greatest, and noblest names in 
Venetian history. One did DOt live 
in a dying city, as is usually the im 
pres-iion produced by Venice, but, in a 
city that was dead. 

Still wo resolved to make I he most 
of the few days at our disposal, and 
our Brat duty was to secure a good 
gondolier for the period of oui stay. 

Beppo was presented Lo us and vvo 
look him ehielly, I verily believe, for 
bis pcrH mal appearance, 
without number have remarked bow 
much more frequently the noble type 
of Italian face ami figure that i»| the 
type of the grand old pictures — is 
found among the lower classes I ban 
among the higher.

lake a little English, and ap- 
parently had I he history and romance 
of Venice by heart QOt by heart ill 
the orthodox licensed guide style, bill 
thoroughly, as a man who loves his 
subject,. Sometimes as be alluded 

to some glorious bit, of old Venetian 
history, such as the war of Ohioggia, 

or the deeds of Yiflorio I'isani and 
Carlo Zono, his eyes would Hash, his 
bared chest heave ; he would raise one

Among them were ourself, about 
our trunks to be transferred to the 
railroad depot. There we spent sever- 
al hours in looking over the metro 
polis.

Front of it was a 
beautiful orange grove. We turned 
our head towards the depot and board- 
ed the 2 p.m , train for old North Caro- 
lina.

Alter several months' sojourn among 
the wilds of the " Land of Flowers, 
we bade Crahamsville, Fla., good by, 
and boarded the steamer " Osceola," 
steamed along the celebrated Aeklawa 
ha river, which is not wider than the 
famous ■' Oregon" of the Cunard Line, 

hemmed on both sides with logs or 

tussocks, while grand cypress trees 
covered with Spanish moss forming 
beautiful arch avenues, thiough 
which the sun never penetrated. The 
channel has no blinks, but was indi- 
cated by " biased" marks on trunks of 
cypress. The vessel ,vns packed to 
its utmost capacity with northern 
transits, rather too many considering 
its smallness which is 50 feet long in- 
cluding three stories for lodgings, but 
1 1 sec med it would be apt to turn over 
at any time, but for great weight of 
freight in the bottom of the hull, 
which made the boat safe. 

As we were moving along, we amus-

At every landing was found lots of 
• crackers with baskets of delicious 
strawberries. No sooner had the 
boat touched the wharf than the bun 
gry passengers rushed out, and in a 
few minutes the pockets of these 
"crackers" could be seen swelling 
w ith coins. 

The ' Channel,'' so called, was lin- 
ed with dense cypress and palmetto 
trees, with moss, banging down in 
great size. The boat ran at the rate 
of live miles mi hour, and could 
run much faster, but for fear of 
bumping the how against the trees at 
sharp (urns. 

However, a negro is stationed at 
the bow to sec that the hull should 
not bump against trees, by the aid of 
a thick pole which lie pushes against 
trees when in danger of bumping. 

Toward night, after an elegant 
supper, i here was given a concert in 
singing and dancing by the negro 
hands of the boat, which won loud ap- 
plause in the moonlight, and then a 
collection wns made, amounting to 
seven dollars, which was turned over to 
the negrt 

.lust then, the clock was striking 
ten strokes, and we found ourselves 
On the grand St. John, just, from the 
mouth of the Acklawnha River. 

On the Aeklawaha, alligators see the 
boat once or thrice a week. Well, 
Suppose the boat should get burned, 
you would get to thinking what to do; 
but yon could only jump to a stump, 
near by | but you would take to think- 
ing again what then to do. as then 
there would be no other boat that day,
